STRIKE SETTLED

Cars Started Saturday in Charge 
of Regular Employees. 


Winnipeg, April 8.—The street rail- 
way strike has been settled and the cars 
all started with the former employees 
in charge at four Saturday afternoon. 
Drs. Sparling and Patrick made this 
announcement after a long session 
with the men at Friendship hall. As 
the mediators left the hall they were 


loudly cheered. They went immediate- 
ly to the railway company’s offices and 
communicated the decision that the men 
had accepted the terms offered. The 
terms of agreement ratified by both 
parties are as follows: The company 
will reinstate its employees in their 
places on the list except such as have 
been guilty of violence; all regular 
turns to be made to conform as to ten 
hours per day as prepared on the two 
turn System now in force; all cars to 
be swept and cleared by barn men be- 
fore leaving the sheds; seniority and 
merit will be given preference of runs 
and promotion; employees will receive 
wages semi-monthly ; conductors will be 
supplied with tickets and change to the 
amount of $25; free transportation will 
be granted all employees on all lines 
of the company; neither company nor 
men will discriminate against or inter- 
fere with any employees by reason of 
their being or not being members of 
a union; the company will be willing 
to discuss with the men or a committee 
of them any subject in the interests of 
the company or employees. In future 
all reasonable complaints or grievances 
will be heard by the proper officers of 
the company. Any employees or com- 
mittee failing to get satisfaction from 
the officers of the eompany will have 
the right to appeal at any time to 
the board of directors. All regular men 
required to work overtime or on pub- 
lic holidays will be paid time and one 
half overtime. From April 7 the fol- 
lowing scale of wages will be in force: 
£1 centa per hour for the first six 
months; 22 cents for the second six 
months, 23 cents for the second year; 
26 cents for the third and succeeding 
years. These regulations remain in 
force for one year.

IMMIGRATION 
RUSHING 


Land Office and Immigration Office 
Have Been Denuded of Maps 


and Pamphlets 


Although the 587 homesteads entered 
upon last month broke all previous rec- 
ords at the Edmonton land office, and 
the number of actual settlers coming 
into the country was greater than ever 
before, the indications are that April 
will be another record breaker and ov- 
ershadow March to a large extent. 
Settlers are pouring into Edmonton at 
the present time in a way that is not 
being realized even by the people of the 
city themselves. 

Just as an indication of what the rush 
amounts to, Chas. Sutter, Dominion im- 
migration officer, stated today that no 
less than fifty-six men started out be- 
fore 10 o'clock this morning looking 
for land. NNearly every one of these 
was an arrival of Saturday or Sunday 
night, and many of them represented 
other parties to follow. One party of 
eight, from Illinois, who came in Satur- 
day night, are representing twenty 
families who are already on the way. 


It is keeping the immigration and 
land office officials more than busy to 
handle the crowd. So great has been 
the demand for information that both 
are run out of maps altogether, except 
for a few German maps left at the im- 
migration office, and on Saturday the 
land office ran out of township plans. 
The department at Ottawa has _ been 
wired for a new supply all around, 
which will probably be along in afew 
days, but in the meantime incoming 
settlers from Kansas or Rikyovick are 
all supplied with the same kind of maps 
—German. 

Down at the exhibition buildings, 
which the Government has been fixing 
up for the accommodation of settlers. 
there are fifty beds and more are being 
added all the time, while at the immi- 
gration office on Jasper there is ac- 
commodation for somewhere between 
eighty and one hundred people. Not- 
withstanding that nearly all the set- 
tlers are going right out as soon as 
they get their bearings, there has not 
been a single night for the past ten 
deys ‘when both these places were not 
filled to their capacity, and at the same 
time every hotel in town is turning 
trade away. On several occasions dur- 
ing ithe past week arrivals by late 
trains sometimes to the number of near- 
ly a hundred, have had to sit up until 
morning until somebody would move 
out so that they could get a room. 

As the season advances the influx 
seems to be increasing from day to day
